WOLLONGONG could have three teams representing it in State 


League next year. 


This intriguing possibility would 
happen if Wollongong City are 
relegated, if Wollongong Mace- 
donia win Second Division and if 
Fairy Meadow consolidate their 
position in State League. 

These “ifs” are not unlikely if you 
look at the situation of those teams 
at the present time. 

Wolves are down the bottom of 
the national League, Macedonia 
are top of Division Two and Fairy 
Meadow are well out of danger of 
relegation from State League. 


STRUGGLE 


Three Wollongong teams in State 
League would produce a titanic 
struggle for supremacy which 
would be good for the district and 
good for the League. 

I came to Australia in the 1960s to 
join then Wollongong United, when 
soccer was big in Wollongong and 
United were a force in top soccer 
with several players representing 
Australia. 

Subsequently soccer went into 
decline in the area, with no team 
able to gain a place in the then 
strong State League for many 
years. 

A few years after the introduction 
of the National League, Wollon- 
gong was accepted and a brand 
new club was formed called Wol- 
longong City — the Wolves. 

The weakness of Wollongong 
City was that there were few peo- 
ple with soccer administration ex- 
perience in key positions in the 
club. 

Consequently they left almost all 
of the soccer management in the 
hands of an equally inexperienced 
Ken Morton, who was appointed 
coach. 

Morton went to England and 
signed several lower division Foot- 
ball League players. 


NUCLEUS 


These formed the nucleus of a 
team which eventually took the 
club into a top four position, but in

the process the club went broke. 

Since that time the club has been 
trying to balance its books, while 
floundering down the bottom’ of the 
League because of having to use 
an excess of young, inexperienced 
players. 


The Fairy Meadow management 
team of Frank Saladino and Wal- 
ter Chichkan haye looked after 
their club for almost a decade. 

They are very conversant with 
soccer club management, as they 
should be, and also have experi- 
ence of dealing with the Soccer 
Federation in Sydney. 


Just as important they know who 
the best soccer players are in 
Wollongong and are ever ready to 
put them on their books. 

The administration at Wollon- 
gong Macedonia has changed a lot 
in recent years and consequently 
has not had the same stability as 
Fairy Meadow. 


On the other hand, it has a very 
solid spectator following of some 
1,000 which ensures the club is 
financially viable. 

Fairy Meadow, in State League, 
have been attracting 1,000 people 
to home games, while Wolves have 
been getting just over that for 
National League encounters. 


CHANGING 


There are some very good soccer 
players in Wollongong, but, be- 
cause the area was out of the 
soccer limelight for so long, many 
of the players have lacked the 
professional application of those in 
clubs in Sydney. 

This should be gradually chan- 
ging with Wollongong once more 
starting to make its mark in the 
soccer world. 

Competition always sharpens 
people up. 

This includes soccer players and 
administrators. 

The emergence of Wollongong 
from its long soccer coma cannot 
but be good for the game.

‘says was his best season up till now. 

However, he didn't go on with it in 
Melita's first season in the NSL last year, a 
season which ended in tragedy for the 
Maltese-backed club when they won one 
out of their last six games and were 
relegated. 

Mckie said it was unfortunate that 
coaches Raul Blanco and Dennis Hoggart 
suffered the ignominy of relegation with 
Melita. 

“It’s a pity Raul doesn't get as much out 
of the game as he puts into it," he said.

Naturally McKie's desire is to play in the 
highest league he can, and he wants to 
make a success of his spell with 
Blacktown.

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MORE THAN 
A TRAGEDY 


THE European Cup carnage was 
more than a tragedy. 


No one word, indeed no collection of 
words could adequately describe the 
shock felt by the world towards this 
disaster. 

One picture is worth a thousand words, 
and the pictures relayed into our homes 
via the news services said it all. No human 
being could fail to feel anything but 
outrage, disgust, helplessness and pity. As 
an Englishman | also felt shame, guilt and 
extreme anger. 

For years I've laughed off the so-called 
“British Disease", buried my head in the 
sand and made constant excuses. It takes 
two to tango, it happens in South America 
also, the alcohol is to blame, it's only a 
mindless minority, etc, etc, etc. 

The time for excuses has finished. So 
what if there weren't enough Belgian 
Police officers on hand, so what if the 
segregation wasn't as organised as it 
should have been, so what if certain areas 
”y the ground were overcrowded, so what 


Please, no more ifs, buts or maybes. No 
more excuses. The Brussels tragedy should 
never have happened and must not occur 
again. 

As a lifelong English soccer supporter, | 
never thought I'd see the day when I'd 
plead for authorities to ban English clubs 
from playing in Europe, ban England's 
national team from competing in away 
internationals, including European 
Championship and World Cup matches. 
But the time has now come: For the good 
of European and world soccer, indeed for 
their own good, these bans must im- 
mediately be enforced. 

Mrs Thatcher denounced the thugs re- 
sponsible, claiming that they have shamed 
their country and their sport. Too many 
times the same, or similar, statement has 
been uttered by Mrs Thatcher after a 
display of violence by English supporters. 
Actions not words are needed, now more 
than ever. Little or nothing has been done 
in the past to back up these statements. 

In some ways, the message was drum- 
med home most effectively by the Liver- 
pool supporters arriving back in Britain, To 
some of these men, Liverpool Football 
Club is their life. Little else matters. In a 
drab, depressing life, their only escape is 
football. To hear men who have faithfully 
followed their club for over 30 years, 
travelled thousands of miles to see their 
team win, lose or draw, utter the words, 
“Never again, |'m finished with Liverpool,”’ 
rams home the severity of the disaster. 
This analogy may seem petty, even insul- 
ting to some, but if you've ever been 
cornered in a bar with one of these 
supporters, ever been friends with one, 
you'd know what | mean. 

What will happen now after the in- 
quiries, after the interviews, after the 
outrage has died down? If soccer is ever 
to recover, action must be taken. The 
image of English soccer, previously at an 
all-time low, has been tarnished forever. 
Worldwide soccer, if it quickly disassoci- 
ates itself from the ‘‘British Disease’’, 
could conveivably save itself. 

To say that I'm presently ashamed to be 
English is an understatement. | feel guilty 
and partly responsible. Apologies mean 
nothing at times like this, either from 
supporers or prime ministers. Nothing can 
help the grieving friends and relatives of 
the victims or. those still lying injured in 
hospital. Nothing can stop the feelings of 
anger towards the English. We can only 
ensure that it doesn’t happen again. For all 


it's worth, sorry.

The three letters published with yours in 
Readers’ Forum were all from west of 
Parramatta, and all three were delighted 
with the events involving KK. 

As to the state of the NSL and the 
grounds where its matches are played, | 
think that you, Mr Mills, are putting the 
cart before the horse. 

First, a club must see that the ground is 
too small for the regular crowd before it 
can justify the expense of improving it, 


and without people like you and | paying 
our money at the gate the improvements 
cannot be funded. 

Second, the standard of play can in the 
long run be improved if the clubs run youth 
training schemes and reserve teams, but 
they need our money (and thus our attend- 
ances week by week) to allow it. 

Third, if a club such as Blacktown City 
contemplates doing something of special 
interest such as featuring a famous player, 
they may decide against it if every “soc- 
cer fanatic’, as you describe yourself, 
refused to ever attend an NSL match. You 
are a classic example of “the great Aus- 
tralian knocker’. 

In regards to seeing the matches, I'd 
suggest that those of us who only attend 
the home games that our club plays should 
either make an effort to see the away 
games as well, or do as | do. | watch 
Blacktown City when they are at home, 
and the other weeks | go to see Penrith 
City.

Excitement-machines are to be found in all 
the sides and, with the game of football being a 
source of entertainment now, people want to 
enjoy what they watch. 

Names like Ray Farrugia, Jimmy Campbell, 
Paul Kirwan, Glen Fontana, Nelio Borges, Ross 
Brown, Glen Jeffrey and many more are gracing 
the suburban fields at the moment and giving 
the viewing public more than its money’s worth. 

Football viewers love goals, moreover 
spectacular ones, and there has been no short- 
age this season. 

Take for instance the three goals in the 


Rockdale v Uruguay game. 

Rockdale’s midfielder Georgeos hit a 30 metre 
volley home, Jimmy Nastevski scored with a 20 
metre drive and Geoff Wilson's 18 metre free- 
kick smashed along the ground and in.
